Once  again,  Photo  Lab  has  pro- 
duced a  million  pictures  for  both 
the  yearbook  and  the  Spectator. 
Here  are  the  people  involved: 
David  Duke:  Pillars  Coordinator, 
Doug  Braun,  Cami  Brietzman,  and 
Jacob  Pennekamp:  Spectator  Co- 
ordinator. It's  a  small,  but  effi- 
cient, staff. 

Many  people  ask  me,  "Dave,  can 
I  have  a  copy  of  that  picture?" 
Asking  for  a  particulary  excellent 
photo  taken  of  themselves,  you  see. 
Most  people  don't  understand  the 
time  aspect,  not  to  mention  the  la- 
bor aspect.  Let  me  walk  you 
through  the  life  of  a  picture  of  me, 
so  that  you  may  better  understand 
what  is  involved. 

Once  the  photo  paper  is  exposed  to  the 
image  on  the  negative,  it  is  run  through 
various  chemicals  that  will  make  the  im- 
age appear  on  the  paper.  Shown  here  are 
the  trays  with  the  various  chemicals  used 
in  the  process. 


First,  I  take  the  picture  of  me;  my 
image  has  magically  transferred 
onto  a  roll  of  plastic  film  in  my 
camera.  I  take  the  film  out  of  my 
camera  and  go  into  the  darkroom 
where  I  pick  out  my  favorite  flavor 
of  chemicals,  some  state-of-the-art 
equipment,  then  follow  directions, 
shaking  cannisters  of  film  and  liq- 
uid for  an  hour  or  so.  Then  I  pick 
out  the  picture  of  me  I  wish  to  print 
from  the  negatives  (as  you  can  see, 
it's  perplexing).  I  pour  some  more 
chemicals  into  some  trays  and  print 
the  pictures.  After  this  painstaking 
process,  I  hang  the  pictures  with 
negatives  to  dry.  Now  the  picture 
of  me  is  finished.

Under  Dr.  Eifert's  directing,  The  Diary  of  Anne  Frank  became  a  proud 
example  of  Concordia's  ability  to  handle  realism  in  the  theater.  As  a  cast 
we  faced  not  only  the  standard  challenge  to  learn  our  lines,  blocking,  and 
character,  but  also  the  challenge  of  making  our  characters  true  to  the 
people  who  inspired  this  drama.  It  was  our  task  to  take  one  person's 
perspective  (Anne's)  and  imagine  from  there  what  they  were  really  like. 
For  some  of  us  that  meant  finding  the  redeeming  qualities  that  lie  in 
everyone.  For  others  that  meant  discovering  those  less  than  perfect 
qualities  that  would  make  our  characters  all  the  more  believable. 

As  part  of  coming  to  understand  our  characters  we  had  to  understand 
the  horror  and  fear  of  that  time  in  history.  We  took  a  break  from  running 
lines  one  Sunday  afternoon  to  watch  Schindler's  list.  We  knew  enough 
about  our  characters  by  that  time  to  be  able  to  closely  associate  with 
those  we  saw  on  the  screen.  We  also  had  to  understand  the  tension  that 
could  build  by  not  being  able  to  resolve  a  family  argument.  A  single 
sound,  heard  from  below,  could  mean  death.  To  give  us  a  taste  of  how 
much  pressure  they  felt  by  not  being  able  to  make  noise ,  Dr.  Eifert  had 
us  spend  an  entire  rehearsal  on  stage  in  total  silence.  We  began,  then,  to 
realize  all  the  things  we  couldn't  do,  like  shuffling  cards  or  running 
water.  One  actor,  Kevin  Mann,  to  our  amusement,  stayed  true  to 
character  by  taking  a  nap. 

Many  were  impressed  by  the  transformation  of  Werner  platform  to  a 
warehouse  attic.  As  the  play  progressed,  the  slides  on  the  screen  behind 
us  carried  home  the  message  of  the  words  we  spoke.  I  hope  you 
understood  more  than  the  sadness  of  the  unnecessary  death  of  these 
people.  I  hope  you  will  carry  in  you  the  hope  that  Anne  had  that  we  can

Although  the  title  is  the  same,  this  rendition  of  the  classic  tale 

of  Snow  White  presented  a  unique  show.  June  Rodger's  adaption, 

as  directed  by  Heather  Vezner,  took  the  story  line  and  ran  with  it, 

providing  adult  humor  and  childish  slapstick  along  the  way. 
Although  the  plot  line  changed  only  slightly,  the  characters 

either  satirized  their  Disney  counterparts  or  were  wholly  original 

characters.  Snow  White  kept  her  innocence  and  sweet  nature  and 

as  predicted,  fell  in  love  with  the  handsome,  though  forgetful, 

Prince  Charming.

Herald  Examiner  exposes  Earl  Williams  coverup 

(Chicago,  ID  The  Chicago  Herald  Examiner  is  reporting  that  their  ace  reporter 
Hildebrand  Johnson  and  editor  Walter  Burns  have  exposed  a  sinister  plot  by  the 
mayor  and  the  sheriff  to  gain  needed  votes  in  the  citywide  elections  three  days 
from  now.
